All Quiet at Belleville—Beginning of the 
Inquest—BRelease of the Prisoners, 

BELLEVILLE, LIL, May 29.— [Special. Tuis bas 
been another day of excitement in this city, but 
happily unaccompanied with bloodshed. The 
strikers, after the mine had been taken posses- 
sion of by the militia, came into the city, and, 
assembling in the public square, held a mas- 
meeting, which was addressed by several of their 
number. The general tone of the speeches was 
denunciatory of the action of the militia in ür- 
ing upon them when they were not transgress- 
ing the law. The miners feel deeply 
agerieved over ‘the conduct of the 
military, and expressed their indigna- 
tion in emphatic terms. Several prominent 
citizens were called upog to address them on 
the situanon. Capt. R. A. Halbert and Mr. Ed- 
ward Thomas made them. brief speeches, in 
which they expressed much sympathy for them 
in their troubles, but counseled moderation and 
an adherence to law for the cure of the lis to 
which they have been subjected. The meeting 
lasted until after midnight. Early thie morning 
they began to assemble in the public square 
again, and discussed the situation in groups. 
The prisoners were still in the custody of the 
militia at the scene of yesterday's trouble. 

RELEASE OF THE PRISONERS. . 

They demanded of the Sheriff that he bring 
the prisoners to town and give them an exami- 
nation, so that they could be admitted to bail 
and permitted to go bome to their families; The 
Sheriff was constrained to grant the request, 
but it was nearly noon before the prisoners were 
brougbt in. The soldiers that accouorpanied the 
prisoners were not permitted te come into the 
city, for fear that the sight of them would 
precipitate @ collision, 80 a strong guard of 
deputies and police was sent to the 
depot to guard the prisoners on the

the State’s-Attorney and the counsel tor 
the defense held a consultation, the result of 
which was the men were released on condition 
that they appear and answer any charge that 
might be laid against them. By this time there 
were at least 400 strikers in the square and 
around the Justice’s office, When the prisoners 
were released they were received by the strikers 
with loud cheers, as though they had gained a 
great victory. Capt. Halbert, their counsel, 
again made them a speech, advising them 
to let yesterday's proceeding end the trou- 
bie. and telling them all to go dome 
and remain quiet, and that prominent 
and influential citizens were going to interfere 
now and try and arrange for an amicable settle- 
meotof the difficulty. They continued to hang 
around the square, however, until late in the 
—— when they gradually began to with- 
draw until by 4 o’clook pearly all bad dispersed.

The Iron Trade—Speculations on the 
Approaching Strike—Trouble at Neu- 
port, Ky. 

PrrrssuRra, Pa., May 29.—[Special.}—The ap- 
proaching strike of the ironworkers is almost 
the only thing taiked about, and various are the 
opinions in regard thereto. Some think the 
manufacturers, will yet offer a compromise 
which will be accepted by the workers, while 
Others hold that the scale will be modified 80 as 
to overcome the objections of the operators. 
There ie no ground for either of these theories, 
as to all outward appearance both sides adbere 
to their original propesifons, and are as far 
from yielding as they were at the de- 
ginning of the trouble. As proof that 
the manufacturers have ne intention of 
offering a compromise, they had a secret meet- 
ing today, which lasted about three baurs. The 
subject of the scale was disoussed,; and 
it was . unanimously,’ resoived to -stand 
by their former action refusing to sign it, 
and to adhere to their original demand for a re- 
duction in all branches of mill work. Several 
prominent Western irom-mep attended the 
meeting, the proceedings of which it is impossi- 
bie to obtain, but the above points come from a 
source whieh can be relied upon. After the 
meeting a prominent manufacturer said: We 
are just about where we were, We are 
not gol to sign a scale, anyway. It is an 
outrage § we sbould be pay do Much more 
for labor here than in the Rast. A number of 
firms will continue operadons and adopt the 
scale of wages finally agreed upon, Among 
these are Lauffman & Co., the Canonsburg [ron 
Company, and Kirkpatrick & „ of Leech- 
burg.

Knowing there was a nza 
ia the business, tt is alleged that Scutt made 
an alliance with Washburn, by which he was 
to pay a large sum for license and tonnage, in 
eonsideration of which the certificate and con- 
tract were to be issued in the nameof H. B. 
Scutt. It is alleged that be came back, froze the 
other gentiemen out, took in J. R. Ashley and 
Daniel Robinsen, two other Joliet capitalists, 
had the license changed to H. B. Scutt and 
his associat wont abead with the 
business, which yielded tremendous prolts.

“JOHN BROWN.” 


Mr. Parley Stockwell, of Coldwater, 
Mich., One of the intimate Friends of 
the Here of Osawatemie. 

COLDWATER, Micb., May 290.—[(Special.]—Mr. 
Pariey Stockwell, oue of the oldest pioneers of 
this county, and who resides in this city, is the 
only known survivor of acompany which went 
from this section in May, 1866, under command 
of one St. Clair, from Olivet, in this State, to heip 
subdue the border ruffian® in Kansas. Before 
the company reached Lawrence, Kas., they were 
joined on the boat on the Mississippi by a com- 
pany of forty young bioods from South Caro- 
lina, who were ostensibly bent on the same mis- 
sion—that of making Kansas a free State. On 
their arrival at Lawrence they soon demon- 
strated their intentions to make the 
State free. to plunderers and rowdies, 
by setting fire to the . Free 
State Hotel at that piace, and burning it to the 
ground. To that expedition of Michigan men 
the late Zachariah Chandler contributed $1,000 
in moneys, clothing, and provisions. When the 
company arrived in Kansas oid John Brown was 
there, engaged in frequent conflicts. Stockwell 
immediately entered into the spirit of Brown's 
campaign, and was with him more or lese dur- 
ing that summer. In one of their encounters 


were Killed by was during 
this summer that Gov. Geary, then Territorial 
Governor of Kansas, found the spirit of opposi- 
tion so hostite and active that he was compelled 
to resign. Stockwell left in the fall, together 
with wany prominent and active men of the 
anti-slavery element, and to elude the ruffians 
of Missouri., through whose country they were 
obliged to pass, various subterfuges were re- 
sorted to to conceal their identity. His recol- 
lections of Brown are vivid, and he many 
exciting incidents of that summer.

POISONOUS COLORS. 


The Stores Piled High with Cheap and 
Dangerous Colors. 

There was atime when they were “banging 
men and women for wearing of the green”; 
now such adventurous peopie die naturally. A 
Milwaukee girl is the latest victim and was fatal- 
ly poisoned in the handling of green veivets 
over the counter. Prof. J. H. Long, chemist of 
the Chicago Medical College, states that such 
deaths are not only possible but of occasional 
occurrence. He believes that death is caused 
by the inhalation of a white powder arising from 
the fabric when handled, highly poisoned by an 
arsenical combination. Organic colors often 
contain much arsenic and copper, and he states 
that Scheele's greev and Paris green, when used 
in fabrics, are very poisonous. German police 
authorities bave published a long list of poison- 
22 colors which are strictly forbidden in the 

anufactories of These 


ly made of 
leas plants, but these 
piace to ahilines, which, when mace . 
are not poisonous. Anilines are poisonous only 
when the arsenic used as a function in their 
manufacture bas not all been eliminated. Every 
shade of the rainbow may be produced from 
anilines, but the average cost is $5 per pound, 
manufacturers have ed to rank 
poisons to produce cheaper coloration and the 
user and not the producer has to suffer. 
Dr. Long describes aniline as one of tne 
test triumphs of modern chemistry. Pro- 
from coal tar, in which no coloration 
— but which by a dosen processes of distil- 
ation 


and conversion of constituents becomes a 
coloring substance of the most brilliant nature. 
Madder red and indigo blue are now made in 
the laboratory, but it cost German chemists 
twenty years to discover the secret. Very littie 
if any coloring watter is made in this country. 
The crude materiais, Dr. says, such as 
benzole,are seat to Germany and other European 
countries where, by cheap skilied labor it is con- 
verted and peg 

It is evident from the above that this country 
is lacking in st t laws for the protection of 
its fabrics from eap coloration and poison. 
The only practical informationa merchant can 
give is the cost of the article. If it is cheap 
and high-colored, especiaily green, it is danger- 
ous without doubt. He does not ask or know 
what ingredients enter into its coustruction,and 
is satisfied if it he realizes on his invest- 
ment. Of course, men who deal in high-priced 
goods are quite certain as to their manufacture.

WAR AND WAGES. © 

Nothing could be more deplorable than the 
fight at Wood Station in the Belleville coal 
district in this State between the striking 
foreign coal-miners and the militia of the 
State. This unfortunate affair is the cul- 
mination of along course of ruffianism and 
violence, in which whatever sympathy the 
people may have felt for the attempts of the 
foreign coal-miners to get better wages has 
been extinguished in fear and horror at the 
fierce heat of their passions. All over the 
country the dispu between the workers 
and their employe to what should be the 
respective shares of each in the wealth 
created by their codperation are taking a 


malignant form. 


At Troy the striking foreign iron-molders 
drove away by deadly assaults and the most 
villainous persecution the workingmen who 
had come on from Providence to take their 
places. The strikers have repeatedly tried 
to burn down a large tenement-house in 
which thirty of the non-union molders are 
living with their wives and children. They 
have thrown heavy stones with killing force 
through every window in the building, and 
it is now stated have undermined it and are 
prepared to blow its innocent occupants into 
eternity with dynamite. The feeling at Pitts- 
burg is growing very bitter. Both sides are 
determined. The foreign leaders of the 
workingmen ga: “We will teach these 
American capitaliste before this strike is 
over something we forgot in our imperfect 
lesson of last summer,” Pittsburg has once 
already been the scene of the most violent 
social disturbance that has ever occurred in 
the United States. 

This state of things is social war. While 
our clubs of social science dilettanti are de- 
bating whether the “home of the free and 
the brave will ever see such socia! disturb- 
ances as have marked the paths of older 
democracies with disaster war is raging 
within our boundaries, and the morning 
papers bring accounts of the reconnaissances, 
the picketings, the battles, and the names of 
the dead and wounded. 

The workingmen pay for all this. The 
Pittsburg riots resulted in the destruction of 
a vast amount of labor and Jabor’s property 
and the imposition of a heavy tax on Pitts- 
burg, of which labor has to pay the largest 
share. All the disorganization of business, 
the interruption of trade, the cessation of 
work, the loss of time, interest, and labor 
make up a fine for this resort to war of 
which labor pays almost the whole. The 
numbers of the workingmen and their wealth 
(when aggregated) far exceed those of any 
other class in our cities and industrial 
centres. If anything is lost or destroyed 
most of it is theirs, 

It is strange that the foreign workingmen 
do not see this, and that they do not see how 
almost ludicrously unnecessary it is. Lf 
they were an excluded class in our society, 
if they were the Helots of our day, if they 
were in the position of the negroes of the 
South before the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, their recourse to violence would be 
intelligible. If the system under which the 
resuits of labor are distributed is funda- 
mentally inequitable they have the power to 


{ institute an) such reforms as ean be shown 


to be necessary. But instead of looking at 
the matter from this point of view, when 
they want to “better themselyes” they set 
to work to destroy each others’ property, 
and maim and even kill each other, under 
the delusion that they are hurting somebody 
else. :

That would almost invariably 
bring public opinion to their side, thus giv- 
ing them the greatest ally that they could 
secure, It would afford them an insight into 
the facts and even the secrets of business 
they cannot obtain in any other way. It 
would surely in the long run operate to de- 
termine their receipts from their labor much 
more nearly by what they were worth than 
as now by what their masters, who keep 
them in the dark about profits, can get them 
for. Arbitration is a long step toward true 
cobperation, 


FOREIGN PAUPERS. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
legisiation will be demanded from the next 
Congress to protect the United States from 
the ship-loads of pauperism which are being 
dumped into the seaport cities every week in 
the shape of “assisted emigrants.” Infor- 
mation from Philadelphia supplements the 
reports from New York and Boston to the 
effect that the English Government and the 
English emigrant aid societies, such as the 
Tukes Fund, have regular arrangements 
with the steamship companies for the trans- 
portation of impoverished peasants from 
Ireland. Two Irish societies in Philadelphia 
employ agents to look after the welfare of 
the immigrants who arrive in that city, and 
their officers have naturally acquired consid- 
erable insight into the system of aeporta- 
tion which is being carried on under English 
auspices. Mr. Campbell, President of 
the Catholic Total Abstinence Society 
of that city, says that the term “as 
sisted emigration’? does not describe the 
plan properly; that it ought to be known as 
“ forcible emigration,“ for the peasants are 
first reduced to pauperism and then practi- 
cally compelled to leave their native country 


as the only escape from starvation. There is 


abundant evidence that they are deceived as 
to the conditions that await them in this 
country. An Irish family arrived among 
the “assisted emigrants” last week who 
told the agent of the Catholic Temperance 
Society they intended to walk to Minne 
sota’’; they had been assisted out of Ireland 
with British funds, but had been led to be- 
lieve that Minnesota was a suburb of Phila- 
delphia, and that they would require no 
money to take them there. All are per- 
suaded that homes and employment are to 
be open to them immediately upon their 
arrival in this country, and those who have 
relatives here are told -that their friends will 
be on the wharf to receive them. 

The account of this pauper immigration 
which comes from Philadelphia indicates 
that the West Is even more interested than the 
East in securing some National check upon 
assisted emigration’? from Great Britain. 
The usual arrangement is to give the emi- 
grants a draft upon the steamship agent in 
the American port which entitles them to a 
certain sum; it is usually just enough to 
keep them in food till they arrive at the point 
in the West to which they are booked. The 
consequence is that they are put down in 
Minnesota or some other Western State or 
Territory from 1,500 to 2,000 miles away from 
any seaport absolute paupers, If they were 
left in that condition in Philadelphia or the 
seaport cities in any considerable numbers 
they would be shipped back to Ireland as 
paupers; but when they are taken more than 
a thousand miles into the interior there is 
nobody to send them back, and the English 
Government is troubled with them no longer. 
The whole system is exposed in a re- 
cent number of the Philadelphia Times, and 
the account there givenis enough of itself 
to warrant Government interference to pre- 
vent the outrage which England is inflicting 
upon this country with its various plans tor 
“assisted emigration,”

GERMAN APPROVAL OF HIGH LICENSE. 

When the reform license bill ncw pending 
before the Lilinois Legisiature was amended 
a few weeks ago in such manner as to make 
a wide distinction between a tax on the sale 
of beer and a tax on the sale of all kinds of 
liquor, the Staats-Zettung came out witha 
distinct approval of the bill, notwithstanding 
the figure proposed at that time for the beer 
license was $250, or $100 more than the pres- 
ent rate in the bill. The Staate-Zettung has 
indicated on more than one occasion that the 
License billin this shape would be accepta- 
ble to the Germans if “local option” were 
done away with, which it regards as false in 
principle because it threatens personal 
freedom wherever it leads to local prohibi- 
tion. This theory has called out a statement 
from the Staats-Anzetger,a German paper 
published in Lincoln, Neb., relative to the 
operation of the Nebraska law. In that State 
the law exacts a license-fee of $1,000 from 
saloons in cities containing more than 10,000 
inhabitants, and $500 in the smaller cities and 
towns, and it makes no distinction between 
beer and whisky saloons; there is also a 
local-option law which enables every local 
community to decide for itself whether or 
not it shall attempt prohibition of the sale and 
consumption of liquor, and the Staats-An- 
zewer of Lincoln bears testimony that the 
High-License law has taken the wind out of 
the sails of the Prohibitionists, and that the 
communities which formerly prohibited, or 
tried to, the sale of liquor altogether have 
decided, since the passage of the High-Li- 
cense law, that the traffic can be regulated 
better under that law than by any attempt at 
prohibition, which really never prohibited, 
and that they have, almost without excep- 
tion, availed themselves of the license tax, 
which in Nebraska is set aside for the bene- 
fit of the schools. 

The Nebraska German newspaper then 
goes on to give a favorable account of the 
practical operation of the High-Licénse law, 
and to show that the Germans of that State 
who at first were opposed are now included 
among its stanchest friends and support- 
ers. It says that during the consideration of 
the bill by the Legislature, the brewers were 
its principal opponents, buf that these same 
men have since found the law to be ad- 
vantageous to them. The sale of beer has 
not been diminished, but the saloons have 
passed into the hands of more responsible 
people, and the breweries do a safer business 
than ever before. The Anzeiger then sums 
up the advantages of high license 
as demonstrated by actual experience in 
Nebraska to be: (1) A large reduction in 


taxation on all other citizens. To this tne 
German paper adds that the price of beer re- 
mains at five cents, that the size of the 


from a German authority in a State where 
no effort was made to conciliate German 


| sentiment by a discrimination in favor of 


beer. 

It is worthy of note that a very marked 
change of sentiment has taken place among 
the Germans of this city withina few weeks. 
As in Nebraska, so in this State, the brewers 
have been active opponents of the high- 
license tax bill, but they are already — - 
ning to take a different view of the matter. 
One of the largest manfacturers of beer in 
this city, when applied to a few days ago to 
contribute $500 more to the corruption fund 
raised to purchase the yotes of members to 
defeat the Harper pill, decliped to give a 
cent, but said that, if he knew how money 
could be used lawfully to increase the 
chances of the bill, he would cheerfully give 
8500 to aid in securing its passage. This big 
brewer based his change of opinion in re- 
gard to the Harper bill upon business 
grounds. He said it was evident to him 
that if beer licenses were issued at $150 a 
year and $500 a year were charged for 
whisky licenses the effect, would be to 
reduce the sale of whisky and to in- 
crease the sale of deer, because 
a very large proportion of saloons now sell- 
ing all kinds of liquor would then take out 
licenses for selling beer only, Another large 
prewer advanced substantially the same 
view. It may be added that, while the rea- 
son given by these two leading brewers for 
favoring the present bill is a purely selfish 
one, the same reason may be cited as con- 
ducive to public welfare; for society will be 
the gainer in sobriety, respectability, good 
order, and public health to the extent that 
beer, containing only 4 per cent of alcohol, 
shall be substituted for the consumption of 
whisky, which contains 40 per cent, 

It is very evident that the Germans look 
upon the high-license proposition now with 
much wore general favor than they did a 
few weeks ago. The most thoughtful among 
them desire the bill to pass.

WATTERSON ON SOUTHERN HOMICIDES. 
Notwithstanding the emotional character 


ot Mr. Watterson, the accomplished editor of 


the Louisville Courter-Journal, and his in- 
ability to compass the art of being mathemat- 
ically correct in his statements, and placing 
them before his readers in such a shape that 
they can be readily and easily demonstrated, 
it is always a pleasure to read what he has to 
say upon any tople. He makes up for his 
want of exactness and logic by his exuber- 
ance and rhetoric and the graceful charm of 
his style. If he does not always write like a 
mathematician, he at least writes like a gen- 
man, so that the Southern deficiency of which 
he once complained so mournfully is not 
without its compensations. 

Yesterday Mr. Watterson addressed the 
literary societies of the Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity at Nashville, Tenn. Instead of choos- 
ing any purely literary topic he selected a 
very practical one, and one which has been 
much discussed of late in Northern and 
Southern newspapers—namely: “ The Homi- 
cidal Side of Southern Life.“ Mr, Watter- 
son treated the subject briefly, but very 
fairly, and in excellent temper, and some of 
his points are worth reproducing, He would 
hardly have been a good Southerner had he 
not denied that the South was any worse 
than the North in the matter of crime. He 
says: Each community bas that which is 
peculiar to itself, and will have its hands full 
if it devotes itself rigorously to its own 
criminals,” There is no question about this. 
There is a wide distinction in the class of 
crimes committed in the two sections, as weil 
as in the class of criminals, and Mr. Watter- 
son is honest enough to recognize the differ- 
ences, and, without specifying the Northern 
characteristics, to boldly state and condemn 
the Southern, Before reaching this branch 
of his subject he has some ideas which are 
80 sensible that we reproduce them: 


There are, in fact, no differences of race, and 
if a single generation of Yankee boys could be 
sent South to be educated in exchange for an 
equal number of Southern lads to be sent North 
fara like purpose the very conceit would be 
laughed to scorn, We area most homogeneous 
people: we naturally love, not hate, one an- 
utber; and if a stop could t to the naz- 
ging the terms North and South would become 
the simplest of geographical expressions, I say 
this to you, young gentiemen of the South, in no 
bombastic spirit. Il am glad to say it, and Il am 
proud to say it, because it pays a grateful tribute 
to our country. But from inner depths of 
my woo and heart I believe every word of it. 
Let ea section, therefore, put ite house in 
Let each look to its own faults. Neither 
is likely to exercise any influence by criti- 
cis features of the other, and both should 
remember the motherly crab, who, reproach 
her offspring upon a certain obliquity of gait, was 
gently reminded of her own. owhere io our 
country is the taking of life punished adequate- 
ly. Bast and West, North and South, the man- 
slayer who into court with plenty of friends 

money has at least an even chance with the 


ury. 

When Mr. Watterson deals with the short- 
coming of the South he does so boldly and 
without gloves. Much that he says few 
Southerners would have the courage to say, 
and unquestionably his statements will pro- 
voke the ire of the Southern Bourbons and 
chivalry. He shows that much of the ill-re- 
pute of the South is traditional in character 
and has its origin in the code of honor. 
What he says upon the question of the duel 
is worth quoting. It is bold talk for a prom- 
inent Southern man, but Mr. Watterson has 
mingled so often and intimately with North- 
erners that be has realized the absuraity of 
„honor“ from the Southern point of view, 
and the ludicrous figure which the duelist 
cuts in the eyes of sensible and really cour- 
ageous people.

Great Republic. At the distance of twenty 
years, when a majority of those who particl- 
pated in and witnessed the strugale for Na- 
tional existence have passed away, the whole 
country turns aside for a day to pay a trib- 
ute of respect to the sentiment of patriotism. 
And there is no sentiment more worthy of 
respect; for patriotism is love of home—hon- 
est, manly pride of tamily, Patriotism may 
sometimes be, as Dr. Johnson said, * the last: 
refuge of a scoundrel,” but from the time of 
the building ot the firet hut by savage man 
down to the latest and most complex gov- 
ernmental and social organism it has con- 
stantly prompted noble deeds, deeds of dar- 
ing, of patient endurance, and of self-sacri- 
fice, 

The duty of patriotism was taught with 
great sternness and enforced with terrible 
severity by the people of the early historic 
periods. Herodotus tells this story: 


A Russian who had three eons, all serving fa 
the army, besought Hus that one m be 
left at home for bim. King mi, 
as a friend, and one whe made a moderate 
aquest, that he would leave bim all eons; be

The custom of public funerals or celebra- 
tions in honor of the dead is one of the oldest 
known to history. The ancients believed 
when a body was buried that they hid in the 
earth something that still lived—** We inclose 
the soul in the grave.” ‘They wished that he 
might live happy under ground. “Three 
times they said to him, ‘Fare thee well.’ 
They added, May the earth rest lightly 
upon thee.“ The Romans believed that the 
soul of Caligula revisited the earth becanse 
his body had been buried without due ob- 
servance of the funeral ceremonies. To 
“Jay” the ghost his body was disinterred and 
buried according to the pagan rites, 

But long before the fime of Caligula the 
Greeks had inaugurated a custom of honor- 
ing their dead soldiers with imposing cere- 
monials, Among the Greeks “men feared 
death less than the privation of burial,” 
Hence the practice invariably observed of 
securing the bodies of the dead for burial 
after battle under a flag of truce. Athenian 
Generals who neglected this duty were put 
to death. Belng arraigned before the peo- 
ple, the relatives of the neglected dead ap- 
peared before the tribunal “clothed in mourn- 
ing and asking for vengeance.” 

Twenty-three hundred years ago the Athe- 
nians held a public funeral, in accordance 
with a then ancient custom, not very unlike 
our Decoration-Day observances. It was on 
the occasion of the close of the first year of 
the Peloponnesian war, Thucydides thus 
describes It: 


In the course of this winter the Athenians, in 
accordance with the custom of their fore- 
fathers, buried at the public expense those who 
had first fallen in this war, after the following 
manner: Having © a tent, they lay out 
the bones of the three days be and 
each one brings to his own relative whatever 
funeral offering he pleases. When the funeral 
procession takes place cars convey coffins of 
cypress-wood, one for each tribe, in which are 
laid thg bones of every man, aqpording 
tribe @ which he belonged; and one empty dier 
is carfied, spread in honor of the missing whose 
bodies could not be found to be taken up. Who- 
ever wishes, both of citizeng and strangers, joins 
in the procession, and their female reiatives at- 
tend at the burial to make the walitnugs. sey 
lay them there in the 1 topulchre, which 
in the fairest suburb of the citv, and in which 
they always bury those who bave fallen fo the 
wars (except, at least, those who fell at 
thon; but to them, as 
valor distinguished above of all others, 
they gave a burial on the very spot). After they 
have laid them in the ground a man chosen by 
the State—one who in point of intellect is con- 
sidered talented, and in dignity is preéminent— 
speaks over them such a panegyric as may be 
appropriate, after which they all retire. 


On the oecasion of this funeral observance 
Pericles was the orator of the day. He re- 
ferred to the origin of the custom, and to 
its appropriateness since, as he observed: 
“When. men have shown themselves brave 
by deeds, their honors also should be dis- 
played by deeds—as you now see in the 
case of this burial, prepared at the public 
expense.“ He spoke of the difficulty of his 
task since those who were familiar with the 
scenes commemorated might think his eu- 
logy tame, while those who were ignorant 
of them might think it exaggerated. ‘* For,” 
he remarked, “ praises spoken of others are 
only endured so far as each one thinks that 
he is himself aleo capable of doing any of 
the things he hears; but that which exceeds 
theirown capacity men at once envy and 
disbelieve.”” Probably Pericles was think- 
ing just then of Cimon and his other ene- 
mies of the aristocracy. Then follows hon-. 
orable mention of our ancestors”; for 
always inhabiting the country without 
change, through a long succession of poster- 
ity, by their valor they transmitted it free to 
this very time.” With a mere allusion to 
the military achievements of the Athenians, 
how they “repelled with spirit hostilities 
brought against them by barbarian or 
Greek,“ he concludes his exordium. 

Then he proceeds to speak of the Athenian, 
Goverument—“ by what a mode of life we 
attained to our power, and by what form of 
government and owing to what habits it be 
came so great.” We are not imitators,” he 
deciares proudly; “for we enjoy a form of 
government which does not copy the laws of 
our neighbors.“

Within thirty 
years from the date of Pericles’ oration the 
Athenian armies and navies were utterly 
destroyed by the Syracusans and their allies 
in Sicily, Athens itself was convulsed by 
seditions and revolutions, and the proud 
Athenians were compelled to bow their 
necks to the yoke of the Spartans.

In the matter of cyclones the year 1883 
promises to make a terrible record. The 
latest cyclonic demonstration in Indiana 
Monday night killed from twenty to thirty 
persons and injured many others. Corre- 
spondents agree that there were two hurri- 
canes—one devastating a wide section south 
and southeast of Indianapolis, and the 
other expending its fatal forces in the 
southwest portion of tne State. While 
the Indiana tornado does not appear to 
have been so disastrous as was the Racine 
cyclone, the wind manifested powers of de- 
struction well calculated to terrify the 
bravest. A peculiarity of the storm was the 
fact that tens of thousands of trees were 
felied. In some sections from ten to twenty- 
five acres of timbered land were stripped 
bare. The funnel-shaped cloud was seen in 
many localities, and in every case it seems 
to have been the precursor of the dreaded 
cyclone.

FRENCH CONQUEST. 


| THE GREAT EMPIRE OF THE BETCHUANAS 


ANNEXED TO GREAT BRITATN. 

Lonpon, May 29.—(Special.]—England bas, as 
a resuit of the war between the Betchuanas and 
the Boers made a colonial gain of great im- 
portance. The feets came out publicly this 
evening, both through the press reports from 
the Cape of Good Hope and through 
Premier Gindstone'’s formal announcement 
inthe House of Commons. The whole of the 
great country iying nurth of the Orange Free 
btate and west of the Trans vaal bas decided 
voluntarily and even without any suggestion 
from the Government, to submit to the Colonial 
Government of the The country 
has an jeast and west extension about 
one-third the entire widta of the continent, and 
an indefinit extension northward, while it con- 
tains over forty large and well-built cities. The 
proposition came to the Cape Town authorities 
as a surprise, there having been no previous 
bint of it. It was made through Obief Mauka- 
raone, the most influential of ali the tribal 
leaders, and was accompanied by the statement 
that the project of submission had been well 
considered, and was made at the wish of all che 
Chiefs. Mr. Gladstone said, in submitting the 
dispatohes from the Colonial Government, that 
the gain would be invaluable to the South 
African colonists.as raising a new barrier against 
the warlike tribes to the north. 

OFF FROM TOULON. 

PARIS, May 2.—The Temps estimates the 
number of troops to be sept to Tonquin at once 
from Cochin China at 1,200. This force, it says, 
will enabdie Gen. Bouet, the French commander, 
to maintain his position at Hanot until the ar- 
rival of the foree to be sent ont from France, 
The latter is expected to reach Tonquin about 
July 10. Two thousand troops embarked at 
Toulon. 

THE NEW MINISTER TO CHINA.

It is reaily a popish 
tendency which would drill us all into uoiform- 
ity of detail by an enforced system of minute 
tactics. Under our system ot liberty regulated 
by law, we accomplish real uniformity while 
furnishing room for ornate or simple services, 
as may most edify purticular congregations, 
But liberty becomes license and loyal obedience 
vanishes in the moment when the positive re- 
quirements of rubrical or other laws are set at 
naught; for no priest is free touse his own will 
in things commanded or forbidden, andif he 
does so he puts himself on trial and is at once 
pronoun guiity in the breast of every chureh- 
man whois more loyal to the Church than to 
any individual. When such cases occur, as they 
sometimes do, the offense does not involve dis- 
regard of episcopal authority so much as diso- 
bedience of the Church of God, which isa body 
quite too divine to be imperiled by isolated acts 
of rebellion. a N 

“ But it ought to be borne in mind that there 
are likely to oceur cases in which a reasonable 
doubt may exist as to the meaning of a particu- 
lar rubric or canon. It is not possible for bu- 
man wisdom to devise a code of laws which shall 
be ipfallibly self-interpreting, or wbich shall 
explicitly cover every contingency that may 
arise. Language which is clear to one mind 
may be ambiguous to another, and thus doubts 
and differences of use arise. But we Duve no 
congregation of rites. To appeal to prescrip- 
tion is to ask the rainbow which of its colors is 
the coior. To go to obsolete office-books is to 
substantiate one form of reasonable doubt for 
another. In this dilema w what tribunal of 
interpretation shall we repair? Shall each indi- 
vidual become his own arbiter? Then we may 
baveas many uses in a d as there are 
priests, and what becomes vf uniformity? 

“It were well to consider that in the very 
nature of the case as soon as the church pos- 
sessed any preseribed forme of public —— 
cases of un n interpretation present 
themselves, and those who exercised the 
solemo right of autborsbip must have been best 
qualified to adjust questions of interpretation. 
The Bishop was the fountatn of ritual use ia his 
diocese in the days of St. Basil and st. Chrysos- 
tom, and this ancient prerogative bas been per- 

tuated under various and sometimes vast 

imitations, throughout the history of the 
church, and its influence abides to an extent 
that justities us in saying that if there is inn 
diocese any judge in matters of ritual. with re- 
gard to which different opinions prevail as to 
what the mind of the church is, it certainly is 
the Bishop. As soon as the Reformed Church 
of Engiand -found an opportunity, she 
enumerated this view very distinctly. In the 
preface to the First Prayer of Edward VI. (1,549) 
it is written. Aud for so much as nothing 
can, almost, be so plainly set forth, but doubts 
may rise in the use and practising of the same; 
to appease ali such diversity (if any arise), and 
for the resolution of all doubts, concerning the 
manner how to understand, do, and execute the 
things contained in this book, the parties that 
so doubt, or diversely take anything, shall al- 
ways resort to the Bishop of the Diocese, who 
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og of the great interior. We have noth- 
ing whatever of an educational 

er near this great eity to 

we can point as an object of pride. Men of 
wealth, known to be miilionaires, come to our 
churches, but nothing is done towards perma- 
nent educational work. For — years past, 
distant diocesuns have occasionally swooped 
down on our hes and carried away much 
spoil to build up institutions elsewhere. It is 
easy enough to offer theories of explanation, 
but it is not easy to say why this pulsating cen- 
tre of the continent, destined to become one of 
the great cities of the world, should be 80 
forgotten and neglected b r own sons. 
With the kindtiest spirit, and with the purpose 
to arouse our wealthy laymen to a sense Of their 
duty, I must insist that the time bas come for 
larger wiving, and that the question in issue.is 
whether the church to which they are attached 
shall make splendid progress in this great city 
or go to the rear. Judging our own most press- 
ing needs by the action of the bodies which have 
been referred to.lamof the opinion that we 
also ought to establisa and endow in Chicago an 
institution for training young men for the min- 
istry.” 

The Nashotah House, the speaker said, was 
burdened with a larger debt, but it was not 
threatening, as it might be met with unencum- 
bered property. Still, it was not diminishing, 
and the annual receipts are barely suflicient to 
meet current expenditures. The suggestion 
had been made by some of the friends of Nusho- 
tah that it should be removed to Chicago, but he 
was not prepared to say that the removal was 
practical or expedient. 

With reference to the destruction by fire and 
the rebuiding of St. Mary's School, at Knoxville, 
tne Bishop said: All available resources from 
insurance and other quarters having been 
massed, the Trustees saw their way clear to 
contract tor the erection of a large and thor- 
oughly equipped mass of buildings ata cost of 
$65,000, trusting to the tiberality of the triends 
of St. Mary's to make up $15,000 of this amount. 
So much has already been done that we feel 
contideat there will be no deficiency this autumn 
when St. Mary's shall open ber new and mag- 
niticent establishment to the young ladies who 
are sure to respond to her voice of welcome.“ 

St. Agnes’ School, Chicago, has bad the most 
successful year of its history.

“There are other emergencies constantly Church bas been paid, and the church will be 
arising where there is a demand tor speciai ana 
extraordinary services, which have not been 
provided for in the Book of Common Prayer, 
but the church bas made canonical provision 
which meets the necessity entirely. It is desir- 
abie to notice that it pertains exclusively to the 
Diocesan to provide or authorize all forms of 
prayer and special devotions which may be ro- 
quired for extraordinary occasions, and that the 
public use of unauthorized manuals is clearly 
vontrary to the spirit and intent of the law. 
The canon reads as follows: 

“ The Bishop of each diocese may compose forms 
of prayer vr thanksgiving, as the case may require, 
for extraordinary occasions, and transmit them to 
each clergyman within his diocese, whose duty it 
shall be to use such forms in his church on such oc- 
casions. (Titie I. Canon 1b, § xiv.) 

But we bave ouly just reached the most seri- 
ous aspect of thissubject. I bave spoken of the 
representative character of the clergyman of 
the church. He has been called and ordained 
unto a o_o funcaon in which he is governed 
by a will superior to his own—the will of tne 
Church of God. He can discharge his obliga- 
tions only as be implicitly obeys the law under 
which he bas voluntarily suffered himseif to be 
piaced. But disobedience grows to the biack- 
ness of a deadlier sin when we reflect that it not 
only breaks law, but breaks a law which the man 
has sworn to keep.

This is very strong, 
pointed, and unambiguous language. The wor- 
ship is regulated by the contained in the 
prayer book. It is to those offices that we have 
solemnly engaged to conform. We bave sur- 
readered our private preferences and opinions. 
We have buried self-wili. We willingiy con- 
sented to e His agents and do His will 
who commissioned us, and we are bound ia 
heart, mind, body, and honor to administer the 
young and holy | offices and sacfaments as He hath commanded 
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by bis discretion shall take order for the quiet- 
ing and appeasing of the same: so that the 
same order be not contrary to anything con- 
tained in this book.’ Such bas been the uni- 
form tenor of Anglican history. 

“ft may be further noted that while our obed- 
ience to positive law must be absolute and un- 
qualified, it would be quixotic to expecta body 
of ritual directions which would provide for 
every emergency. But there must be an 
emergency, that is, a fortuitous, unforseen, and 
unusual condition of things, ere we can be just. 
fied in any departure from literal obedience. It

A FEW TWELFTH STREET GRUMBLERS. 

The Superintendent of the West Division City 
Railway Company, Mr. Lake, was seen yesterday 
in regard to the alleged forfeiture of the rights 
of bis company in West Twelfth street by not 
running cars on a portion of the street. He said 
cars were runum over every portion of the 
track in Twelfth street, but it had been deemed 
advisable in the interest of the dense popula- 
tion at the western end of Tweifth street to 
abandon the old route for the Twelfth street 
cars via Harrison, Canal, ana Twelftb street, and 
run them south along Clinton to Twelfth street, 
and north from Twelfth street on Jeferson, 
thereby saving several minutes in running time 
and making a direct route. block on 
Twelfth street, between Canal and Clinton, was 
fuily covered by the Clinton-street cars, which 
were run between Twelfth and Harrison. by 
way of Canal, instead of the route now taken 
by the Twelfth street cars. This change of 
route had given universal satisfaction to the 
patrons of the road, with the exception of a 
few grumbiers on Twelfth gtreet. between Canal 
and Clinton, who objected to walking a few 
steps in order to get uboard the Twelfth-street 
care.

DOING THE RAILROADS. 


A MAN ARRESTFD FOR OBTAIJING PASSES BY 
FORGED LETTERS. 

Aclever young man named Ray A. Potter, 
formerly a respectable clerk in thé employ of 
the New Engiand Transportation Company, the 
son of highly respectable parents and the 
husband of an accomplished young 
lady, was arrested by the Chicago 
avenue police at a late hour Monday evening 
and placed in a cell at that station. The arrest 
was the result of the combined efforts of au 
Omaha representative of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, Humphrey Mosnihan, and Detectives 
Haas and Whalen. The indiscretion which has 
brought about the young man’s downfall is an 
ability to imitate closely the signatures of rail- 
way oOfficiais, which be has exercised to beat 
severa! railroads in a rather unusual manner. 
On the tu of the preseat month Potter pre- 
sented biwself at the office of Mr. T. L. Kimball. 
General Manager of the Union Pacific Railroad at 
Omaha, ana banded Mr. Kimball a letter written 
upon a Peonsyivania Company’s blank, and pur- 

rting to bear the signature of Mr. William 

haw, Second Vice-President of the Penney!- 
vanoia Company. The letter represented that 
the Pounsylvaula Company would be under ob- 
ligations to the Union Pacific if R would issue 
to the bearer, George Burnett, and bis friend, 
Calvin Drummond, employés of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company, a ss to Red Rock, Mont. 
Tne letter was dated May Il. and Dore the stamp 
of the Second Vice-President of the Pennsyi- 
vania Company, and the passes were issued. 
Two days iater advices from Mr. Thaw made it 
appear that be had issued no such request, and 
a telegram sent to Columbus, Neb., caught 
Messers. Burnett and Drummvund on the train, 
and they were sent back to Omaha. Here it was 
developed that the George Burnett who bad pre- 
sented the letter was not the one traveling on the 
pass. When an investigation was made it ap- 
peared that Burnettand Drummond were ali 
right; that they bailed from Chi “ where 
they had been empioyed by the Deer Reaper 
Works; that Potter, the scheming yauag wan, 
had offered to get them transportagen to Red 
Rock for $90, the fare being $300 for two, and 
that they had innocently accepted his offer. 

With this asa 22 the railroad peuple be- 
gan to look for the smooth-tongued young man, 
and traced him around to several of the Omaha 
hotels, among others the Millard, where he bad 
registered under the alias of C. Conners. 
They then discovered that he had been to the 
Omaha office of St. Paul, Minncapolis 
& Railroad, and, representing 
himself as H. 4. Stevens, resented a 
letter purporting to be sigped by Mr. Thaw. as 
iu the first case, uesting transportation for 
“ bearer, Mr. HA. A. Stevens,“ to St. Paul. This 
pass was issued and Stevens had gone on bis 
way. In St. Paui he attempted to work the 
Manitoba Road, but they in some manner got 
onto” dim. and refused to honor Mr. Thaw’s al- 
— vest tor a pass. 

t Saturday Potter returned to this city, 
and, though he was carefully searched for, it 
was not until Monday night that de was located 
at No. 222 North Clark street and arrested. He 
had in bis possession at the time of nis arrest a 
number of letters of recommendation from va- 
rious railways and transportation companies, 
some of which are believed to be forgeries. 
These letters. with the forged letters 
from Mr. Thaw, a oumber of bogus 
letter heads of the Pennsylvania Company and 
a rubber stamp bearing the inscription: “ Office 
of William Thaw, Second Vice-President Peon. 
R. K. Co.,“ which were made in Omaha, are in 
the bands of Mr. ©. K Gorbam, the Western 
agent of the Pennsylvania Company, who will

THE NEW HOTEL AT LAKE BLUFF—THE AR- 
TESIAN WELL-~—A RACE-TRACK. 

About the middie of next month the Lake 
Bluf Association wili open with appropria‘e 
ceremonies the portion that will then be fin- 
ished of the grand hotel, the construction of 
which was begun last year. The architects of 
the new structure are Messrs. Cobb & Frost, of 
this city, who make a specialty of such work, 
and who promise to furnish the association with 
one of the test-finished ana most conveniently- 
arranged hotels in the West. The new 
building, but two-thirds of which will 
be completed this year, is located nearly oppo- 
site the tabernacle and tue old hotel, about halt 
a mile from the depot and about a quarter ot a 
mile from the lake. It will be 425 teet long by 
128 feet wide, ana four stories: and basement in 
higbt. The basement is all above ground and is 
— uine feet high. In this are located the 
laundry, lavatories, kitchen, etc., all of which 
are remarkably complete ia —— detail, their 
arrangement navm been carefully studied by 
the architects, as were the general workings of 
the entire structure, Around the entire first 
fioor of the house will run a veranda fifteen feet 
wide, neatiy constructed. This will be reached 
by four large stairways—one at either end and 
one on either side of the centre.

NINE CAR-LOADS PASS THROUGH CHICAGO. 

That is ali there is of them.“ said a railroad- 
man toa TRIBUNE reporter yesterday after- 
noon, asthe train bearing the Mormon pros- 
elytes recentiy arrived from Europe came 
around the curve from the Michigan Central 
track at Sixteenth street and was backed to the 
South Branch Station of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, at Sixteenth and Meaghbor 
streets. There were olf the Mormons, who 
arrived at New York Saturday, on the steam- 
ship Nevada, ana whom Consul Mason reported 
as being paupers. There was no chance to board 
the Michigan Centraitrain, but at the South 
Branch Station the Northwestern people hada 
train ot nine Orst-class passenger and three 
baggage cars ready to receive ‘the crowd. The 
train arrived at about 4:30 o’ctock in the after-

There were about 150 English peopie 
in the party, about 100 Swiss, and the rest from 
Belgium, Sweden, Norway, a Russian, and a 
Scotchman. While none were aressed riy, 
ali of them showed that they belonged to the 
rougher peasant classes of the countries from 
which they came, and none of them to the ciass 
known as tenant farmers. The Swiss people 
were neither highly intelligent nor attractive 
in appearance. women wore plain frocks 
and many of the men flat caps, wide pants, and 
biouses. Some of them spoke German and 
with them the reporter conversed. They denied 
that they were without means or that they were 
paupers in their native land, or that the can- 
tons from which they came had advanced their 
passage-money. A man who claimed to be in 
authority said that these people all came of their 
own free will. 

Do the men come because of the attraction 
of Polygamy?’ asked the reporter. The man 
made uo answer. It was evident that some one 
had instructed these emigrants to keep their 
mouths shut, and they were rigidly obeying or- 
ders. The reporter was eyed with suspicion 
wherever he went among them. One of the Eu- 
gliishmen said that 
their condi they bad joined 
the Mormon Church because they believed in 
its doctrines, and they thought they could 
get aloug better in Utah than anywhere else in 
America. There were about ninety families in 
the party, Many of them having two or three 
chtidren. and some of them tive or six. Very 
few were over twelve years of age, and the Eu- 
giish girls look neatest. All, however, 
were comparatively ciean, considering the 
length of time that they bad been traveling. 
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POLICE POWERS. 


AN ATTORNEY ANALYZES JUDGE ROGERS’ 
DECISION AND THAT OF THE SUPREME 
COURT, °. 

Cu1caaco, May 20.— [Editor of The Tribune. — 
This morning's Tm is in error in suppos- 
ing that Sec. of the city charter was not con- 
sidered by Judge Rogers in the gambling cases. 
It was brought to his attention by Mr. Grinnell 
and myself., as our printed brief will show. In 
passing upon the point the Judge held that, in 
order to enable a police officer to arrest with or 
without a warrant, the offender must be found 
by the policeman violating the law, city or State. 

The words of the section in substance are: 
“Tnat policemen are created conservators o 
the peace, and shall have power to arrest wit 
or without process ali persons who snall break 
the peace or be found violating any ordinance 
of the city or any criminal law of the State.” 

It was held in the gambling oases that in order 
to authorize a. policeman to make au arrest 
under this section the offender must be found 
in the commission of the act; and begce it was 
beld that che arrest of Oopeley by ‘the police 
officer was a tawful arrest, Decause he 
was found by the officer in the act 
when the arrest was made.

Lake Freights and Charters. 
There was but an ordinary demand for vessel- 
room yesterday, and several vessels that were 


| ready to load could not secure a cargo. Such 


charters as were made were at ruling vates. 
there bem no disposition on either side to 
make a change, and probably it would make no 
difference. if there was. Freights dave got 
about as low as they possibly can, and shippers 
affirm that they are as high as they will be this 
season, and on this point one of the most prom- 
inent line representatives concurs. In conver- 
sation with a reporter yesterday he said: It is 
all nensense for carriers to talk about getting 
any better rates this season, and they may as 
well settle down to the fact at once, 
Freiguts are ruinously low, but 
we can’t prevent it, and, . although 
it’s rather an unpleasant pill to swallow. the 
sooner we gulp it down the better.” The ma- 
jority of vessei-owners think differently, how- 
ever, and assert that there will be an increase 
before the last of next month. Everystbing 
seems to hinge on the result of the impending 
atrike among the iron-works. In the event of a 
protracted war being inaugurated, there will be 
no demand for ore, and the immease amount of 
tonnage usually engaged ia we ore trade will be 
f into carrving grain, thus giving a sur- 
plus of vessels. On the other hand, if the labor 
troubles are amicabiy settled, freights will 
greatly improve. Until this is sett! carriors 
can only live in bopes for something better.
